iar issue of our magazine con- 
tains several items of intolerance on 
the part of the Catholic church. They 
will repay careful reading, for it is im- 
portant to the future of America and 
of the world at large to know exactly 
where the Roman Catholic organization, 
backed by millions of unquestioning 
adherents, stands on this vital matter. 


It is pretty well known that in times 
past the Catholic chureh earned for it- 
self the notoriety of being the most 
aggressively intolerant institution in 
Christendom. As Archbishop Hughes of 
New York deelared in 1854: ‘‘Catholi- 
cism is the most intolerant of creeds. 
It is intolerance itself.’’ In 1942 Msgr. 
Sheen repeated the same words. 


Hitler in Mein Kampf praises the 
Catholic church for its intolerance and 
holds it up as a model for his followers. 
Nazism, too, ruthlessly does away with 
its ‘heretics’ through its Gestapo, which 
is only a secular form of the church 
Inquisition. 


Many are loathe to believe that the 
Catholic hierarchy is in principle as in- 
tolerant today as it was in the past. 
American Protestants believe so sin- 
cerely in spiritual religion divorced 
from polities that they forget that re- 
ligion ean be a convenient cloak for 
unscruplous men to gain national and 
international power. 

The crucial question is whether the 
Catholic church in America has changed 
from the historic European tradition 
of Catholic intolerance. Has it abolished 
what Hitler admiringly calls ‘‘the ab- 
solute authority of the contents of this 
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faith . . . the basis of all effectiveness’’? 
Many think it has because it trims its 
utterances with velvet and dips its pen 
in red-white-and-blue. We are not in- 
terested in giving our opinion. Let facts 
give answer to the question. An abun- 
dance of such facts are found in a 
special article on Catholic intolerance 
in this issue. 

Our prayer is that the mass of Cath- 
olie people in America, who are sin- 
cerely American, will wake up to these 
facts and realize, as Scripture proves, 
that they are the church and owe it to 
themselves to disown the intolerance 
that is being taught and practised in 
their name.

DOES IT MATTER? 


UCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING 
of any importance to real religion 
is being attached to privileges granted 
by the ‘‘Sacred Congregation of the 
Sacraments’’ in Rome because of war- 
time conditions. One is permission to 
celebrate mass and to receive commun- 
ion in army camps in the afternoon and 
evening; another that made front-page 
news in the secular press is the pope’s 
permission allowing ladies to enter St. 
Peter’s without stockings. 

The Catholic press trumpeted the 
first of the above privileges as some- 
thing very marvellous and extraordi- 
nary, stressing however that it was 
granted only on condition that the 
priest and those receiving communion 
at that hour must fast from solid food 
for four hours and from liquids one 
hour beforehand. Why the Catholic 
church counts it a mortal sin to mix 
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the communion wafer with ordinary 
food in the stomach has always been a 
puzzle to us. Jesus Christ instituted the 
Christian communion service at supper 
time in the evening, for which reason 
it is called ‘‘The Lord’s Supper.’’ At 
this last supper other food besides the 
bread and wine was eaten. 

But the letter of the law has always 
been regarded of greater importance in 
the church of Rome than the spirit of 
religion.

PRIEST AIDED NAZI FLIER’S ESCAPE 


ONG before war censorship was im- 

posed upon the press, newspapers 
in our larger cities adopted a strict 
policy of self-censorship to rule out 
any news item unfavorable to the Cath- 
olice church and its priests. In news- 
paper jargon the Catholic church is 
known as the untouchable ‘sacred cow.’ 


This censorship of news unfavorable 
to the Catholic church is doubly strict 
whenever Catholic priests are involved 
in matters of scandal or of treasonable 
acts. A case in point was the recent 
trial in Detroit of Max Stephan for 
having aided Lieutenant Hans Krug 
after his sensational escape from Bow- 
manville, Ontario camp of war prison- 
ers, last April. 

The German flier’s own testimony 
against Stephan was fully reported in 
all newspapers, but extremely few of 
them included his further testimony 
that it was a Catholic priest in Toronto 
who paid his railroad fare from Toronto 
to Detroit. The Scranton Tmmes of July 
1, 1942, was one of the few that did 
report Krug’s testimony on this point 
as part of an Associated Press release 
of that date. ‘‘Through the Toronto 
priest.’ it says, ‘‘Krug said he ob- 


tained a railroad ticket to Detroit and 
made his way to Windsor.”’ 


The name of the priest, however, was 
buried in silence.

APPEASING THE CATHOLICS 


4 FFORTS to appease Catholic 
church leaders and to get the 
Catholic rank and file in Britain and 
America to believe that their church is 
on the side of the United Nations have 
resulted in much favorable publicity 
being given to pronouncements of Cath- 
olic bishops and priests. This is espe- 
cially so in England, since the Catholic 
church is a powerful influence in many 
parts of the British Commonwealth. 


According to the commercial press, 
it would seem that all movements to- 
ward unity among religious groups, 
and all pronouncements calling for a 
more Christian way of life and human 
betterment, come chiefly from Catholic 
ehureh leaders. Cardinal Hinsley of 
London is generally represented as 
heading all such movements. A recent 
press dispatch attributes to him ‘‘a 
warning that Christianity will not tol- 
erate attacks on the dignity of man 
caused by unemployment and the neces- 
sity to sell labor for less than a just 
wage.’’ 

This is wonderfully well said, and is 
one of the goals for which the United 
Nations ure nghting Fascism and Hit- 
lerism to the death. And we hope that 
Cardinal Hinsley really means it and 
that his church everywhere will cooper- 
ate with the victorious democratic na- 
tions to help bring it into being. But 
everything that other influential Catho- 
lie leaders do to defeat the efforts of the 
United Nations and to give comfort to 
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the enemies of Christian decency works 
against it. 


So far in the history of Christendom, 
those nations controlled by the Catholic 
church have shown but little advance- 
ment to the kind of Christian decency 
now advocated by the Cardinal of Eng- 
land. Catholic countries remained sunk 
in ignorance and poverty after the 
Reformation, whereas Protestant coun- 
tries have prospered considerably. And 
it was from those impoverished and 
backward Catholic nations that Fascism 
arose to plague the rest of the world. 


It is our ardent prayer that the Ro- 
man Catholic church will reverse its 
policy and prepare to lend its influence 
toward the establishment of true Chris- 
tian ideals.

BASTILLE DAY celebrations in 
New York proved conclusively on 
what side respectively Protestant 
and Catholic church officials stand 
in respect of the pro-Axis Vichy 
regime. 

Free French sympathizers crowd- 
ed the French Protestant Episcopal 
Church of the Holy Spirit, which, 
according to the New York Times 
of July 15, ‘‘had one of the largest 
congregations in the 134 years of 
its history.’’ The sermon of its rec- 
tor, the Rev. A. F. Maynard, 
stressed the significance of French 
liberty and its post war revival. 
Henry Torres, French attorney, re- 
viewed the French collapse and 
‘‘absolved French democracy of 
any responsibility for the defeat, 
save that of having been too leni- 
ent.’’ 

On the other hand, according to 
the same report, ‘‘A solemn high 
mass was celebrated at the Church 
of St. Vincent de Paul, 120 West 
twenty-fourth Street, under the 
auspices of the Vichy Government 
representatives.’

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POWER OF THE CATHOLIC 
PRESS 


IRCULATION of Catholic papers 
and magazines in the United 
States now amounts to 9,125,655. This 
is an increase of 2,000,000 in the past 
ten years. These are the official figures 
of the 1942 ‘‘ Catholic Press Directory,’’ 
recently issued. These statistics were 
compiled by Joseph H. Meier of Chi- 
eago, who has engaged in this work for 
the past twenty years. 

There are 332 Catholic publications 
now sold in the United States. Of these, 
seven are daily papers, nine semi-week- 
lies; most of the remainder are equally 
divided into weeklies and monthlies. 
There has been an increase of 68 in the 
number of Catholic publications since 
1925. 

A fact worth noting is the number of 
Catholic publications in this country 
published in foreign languages. They 
are a powerful means of making na- 
tionalism pay dividends to the Catholic 
church. At the same time they obstruct 
in many ways the process of American- 
ization; this is especially true now 
when so much Catholic propaganda is 
pro-fascist. What is cloaked in a for- 
eign language reaches its special group 
without benefit of public inspection. 
Following is the list of Catholic publi-

The Catholic church in the United 
States has its own International News 
Service. It supplies its own brand of 
information to 452 publications and 24 
foreign countries. It has contacts with 
all foreign countries through the Vati- 
ean diplomatic service which is in oper- 
ation not only in neutral countries but 
in all belligerent countries.

JESUIT LOGIC 


IN DEFENSE of Father Coughlin, “Tid- 
ings,’’ Catholic diocesan weekly of Los 
Angeles, in its issue of April 17, 1942, at- 
tributed all the enmity against Coughlin 
to his “exposure of the Jewish race.” It 
makes the following comparison to prove 
how right Coughlin has been: 


“What priest, preacher or rabbi de- 
nounced Rankin of Mississippi when he 
stated in congress that Japanese can never 
be real Americans simply because they 
are Japanese; that merely because of race 
they are pagan in their philosophy, athe- 
istic in their beliefs, alien in their alle- 
giance, and antagonistic to everything we 
stand for. This is a plain statement of 
racial intolerance. It is exactly what Hit- 
ler said about the Jews.” 


We have here a prime specimen of 
Jesuit logic: a conclusion which seems 
to flow logically from premises that con- 
ceal a false assertion. In other words, by 
taking for granted that Representative 
Rankin was justified in denouncing the 
Japs, you are supposed to admit that Hit- 
ler and Coughlin are justified in denounc- 
ing the Jews. Subtly insinuated is the 
false premise that the Jews are as pagan 
and atheistic as the Japs. It is the old 
story of the prosecuting attorney asking 
the accused, “Have you stopped beating 
your wife?”

ELIGIOUS INTOLERANCE is 

far from dead in America. It is 
merely handicapped through lack of 
support from the civil law, which it 
receives in fascist countries. Despite 
this disability the Catholic church in 
this country has all the legal machinery 
for persecution fully set up and in 
running order. Even without civil sanc- 
tion it is able to function within the 
church, though its trials and sentences 
seldom come to public attention. 


A ease, however, that was brought to 
light happened this summer at Mar- 
quette University, conducted by the 
Jesuits in Milwaukee, Wisconsin : Roger 
J. Schwartz, a senior in the college of 
journalism at Marquette, was expelled 
and denied his diploma at the end of 
the schoolyear by the Jesuits, solely 
because he, a Roman Catholic, married 
a Protestant girl. 


The accompanying photostatic copy 
of an article in The Milwaukee Journal 
of May 26, 1942, tells the story. It 
should be noted that the Marquette 
authorities admit that no question of 
grades or scholarship was involved, and 
that Mr. Schwartz refused to heed the 
Jesuits’ threat of expulsion and mar- 
ried the girl of his choice at Immanuel 
Presbyterian church in Milwaukee, of 
which the bride is a member. Incident- 
ally, Mr. Schwarze incurred excom- 
munication and his marriage is re- 
garded by the Catholic church as no 
marriage at all. 


Had Mr. Schwartz sought a dispensa- 
tion from the Archbishop of Milwaukee 
to marry this Presbyterian girl before 
a Catholic priest, it might have been 
granted on payment of the usual fee, 
but only under condition that both he 
and his fiancée sign church contracts 
relative to the Catholic faith, the edu- 


eation of children in the Catholic reli- 
gion and other such matters. The seri- 
ous consequences involved in these for- 
midable church contracts may be seen 
from a perusal of the actual contract 
in photostatie form which has been 
printed in a pamphlet on mixed mar- 
riages published by THe CoNVERTED 
CatHouic Macazine. No Protestant girl 
who realizes what she is doing would 
make a travesty of her marriage by 
signing such a contract. The stipula- 
tions of this legal document are equiva- 
lent to making the Archbishop of Mil- 
waukee a third party to the marriage 
contract. 


This arbitrary action of the Jesuit 
authorities of Marquette University is 
not only a direct blow to religious lib- 
erty, but also to freedom of education 
in America. In spite of the claim of the 
Roman Catholic church to be the sole 
educator of all the people ‘‘inside and 
outside her membership’’ (as Pius XI 
said), Catholic colleges and universities 
in this country owe their existence and 
right to confer degrees to charters from 
our democratic government. In accept- 
ing such charters, Catholic institutions 
are obliged to award degrees justly and 
democratically. In event of their failure 
to conform with these stipulations, their 
charters should be withdrawn. This 
seems to be the procedure demanded 
by this Milwaukee incident. 


The Supreme Court of the United 
States handed down an important de- 
cision in this matter when it reversed 
the Oregon School Law which would 
have compelled all children to attend 
the public schools of the State. This 
decision was favorable to the Catholic 
church which quotes it frequently in 
defense of its parochial schools. It

This part of the U. 8. Supreme Court 
decision in the ‘‘Oregon School Case’’ 
is as follows: 
“No question is raised concerning the 
power of the State reasonably to regu- 
late all schools, to inspect, supervise 
and examine them, their teachers and 
pupils; to require that all children of 
proper age attend some school, that 
teachers shall be of good moral char- 
acter and patriotic disposition, that cer- 
tain studies plainly essential to good 


citizenship must be taught, and that 
nothing be taught which is manifestly 
inimical to the public welfare.’’* 


ESUIT INTOLERANCE in Milwau- 

kee seldoms appears in the open. 
The publicity given the Schwartz case 
above is an exception. Its really effec- 
tive work consists in handicapping pub- 
lic schools and non-Catholic universi- 
ties to the advantage of Catholic church 
schools and colleges. It is all done with 
a quiet precision behind a smoke-sereen 
of pretended broad-mindedness and 
tolerance. For proof of the bitter hos- 
tility and intolerant attitude of the 
Jesuits toward the public schools of 
America, one should read the booklet 
by the Jesuit Paul Blakely: ‘May An 
American Oppose the Public School?’’ 


Besides the Jesuit Marquette Uni- 
versity, Wisconsin has its own State 
university at Madison, and the Jesuit 
aim is to prevent improvements in the 
latter institution that they at Mar- 
quette oppose or cannot afford to imi- 
tate. In other words, the doctrinal and 
financial limitations at Marquette are to 
be made the measure of progress at the 
State university. This is accomplished

principally through the highly organ- 
ized bloe of four Catholic members on 
the State university’s board of ten re- 
gents. By clever maneuvering they can 


prevent expansion and progress that 
would outdistance Marquette. 


But that is not all. The leader of the 
Catholie bloc at the State university is 
also a member of the board of regents 
at Marquette. There is evidence that 
these Catholic members form a bridge 
over which information from the State 
university is passed to the Jesuits at 
Marquette. 


A recent example shows how well this 
works. Last year it was proposed to 
enlarge the program of the Graduate 
School of the State university by offer- 
ing courses for credit toward a Master’s 
degree to teachers and others in the 
Milwaukee area. These courses were 
planned for the afternoon and evening 
so as to enable the students to retain 
their regular employment. The board 
of regents at first rejected the plan in 
its entirety, but later, under pressure, 
they reconsidered the matter and 
reached a compromise whereby the 
State university might set up this meth- 
od of study—on condition, however, 
that certain ‘‘objectionable’’ courses 
be omitted. These ‘‘objectionable’’ 
courses proved to be a course in soci- 
ology called ‘‘Poverty and Dependen- 
cy,’’ one of the most important and 
best-established courses in the regular 
curriculum. 


Thus, in order to save the rest of the 
program in the Milwaukee area (Mar- 
quette’s back yard), this important 
course in sociology had to be aban- 
doned. In the meantime the Jesuits at 
Marquette, informed in advance of the 
detailed plans of Wisconsin University, 
planned a parallel Graduate School of 
their own. It released announcement 
of it just in time to rob the State uni- 
versity of the prestige it had richly 
earned. 
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It may be wondered why the Jesuits 
plotted to eliminate this sociology 
course at the State university. The very 
nature of the course gives the reason. 
Taught in a complete, factual manner, 
it would have made public much data 
that the Jesuits prefer to keep hidden. 
Such a course, for instance, would bare 
the following facts: that 60% of juve- 
nile delinquents in the State of Wis- 
consin are Roman Catholics; that more 
than two-thirds of the inmates of the 
Wisconsin State prison are Roman 
Catholies; that, however, only one 
third of the population of the State of 
Wisconsin is Roman Catholic. Such 
facts would display a glaring lack of 
moral and social consciousness in Cath- 
olic education. Moreover, in the pro- 
posed Graduate School these facts 
would be brought to the attention of 
many public school teachers, a group 
which the Jesuits are particularly anx- 
ious to keep in ignorance of facts that 
show the Catholic church to disadvan- 
tage. 


But perhaps the greatest fear that 
the Jesuits had about the proposed so- 
ciology course is that the professor of 
this subject at the State university is a 
non-appeaser of the Catholic church, 
and one who is not afraid to give out 
full facts. If his course were allowed to 
stand, ‘the Jesuits would have had to 
establish a parallel course ; their limited 
and censored facts would make their 
course anemic. 


















The short-cireuiting of the public 
school system by the Catholic hier- 
archy is not confined to the State uni- 
versity. Right in the Milwaukee board 
of education six of the fifteen directors 
are Roman Catholics. They have al- 
ready obtained the chairmanship of the 
board. With the election of two more 
directors they will have a majority on 
the board and complete control of the 
public school system of Milwaukee. 
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Even now, while still lacking a ma- 
jority, they have made changes that 
have curtailed public school programs 
to the advantage of the Catholic church. 
For example, they have shortened lab- 
oratory time in high schools from seven 
to five hours a week, even though funds 
had been appropriated and are still 
available for the full seven hours. They 
lowered the standards of the public 
schools so that they would not appear 
too much superior to those of the paro- 
chial schools. 

The office assistant to the Milwaukee 
superintendent of schools is a Roman 
Catholic. As a result a very decided 
preference is given to Roman Catholics 
in the choosing of substitute teachers 
and even in the filling of regular teach- 
ing positions. 

The crowning achievement of Jesuit 
maneuvering for Milwaukee school 
control is now in the making. They have 
already chosen their man for city su- 
perintendent of schools. They plan to 
have him elected in 1943. He is one of 
their favorite sons, a former professor 
of speech at Marquette. This man, edu- 
cated under the limitations of a paro- 
chial school, is not generally regarded 
as an outstanding educator. In a con- 
flict of interests between the parochial 
and the public schools, it is not difficult 
to see the side which he would favor. 

It is time that the people of Milwau- 
kee wake up to the facts that are star- 
ing them in the face. It is time, too, 
that they take steps to keep their public 
schools out of the hands of any one de- 
nomination.

EVEREND REINHOLD NIEBUHR’S magazine Christianity and 
Crisis in its June 29 issue prints the following information received 
directly from Bulgaria. It needs no comment to show that today as always 
the Roman Catholic church considers all other religions a positive evil that 
must be eliminated by every means possible, including death whenever the 
‘‘secular arm’”’ will permit it: 


‘In the present Croatian territory there are five million Roman Catholic 
Croats, and 1,800,000 Eastern Orthodox Serbs. These latter are now 
being persecuted in a most cruel manner. Of the Eastern Orthodox bish- 
ops, one has been killed, several have been imprisoned, the others have 
been forced to leave the country. Of the Orthodox priests a considerable 
number have been assassinated, many have been ae ng, the others 
have been thrown out of the country. Thus this large bod y of Eastern 
Orthodox is now without any pastoral guidance, and there are no 
longer any Orthodox religious services. It is counted that several hundred 
thousand Orthodox have become victims of the systematic persecution 
through imprisonment, maltreatment, plunder, and that several tens of 
thousands have been killed. One of the officials of the Croatian State 
has formulated the purpose of this policy as the elimination of the Ortho- 
dox leadership, so that the rest without leaders can be Catholicized, and 
so that within ten years Croatia will be a Catholic state . . . 


“Orthodox officials are being notified that in the Croatian State only 
vel yg remain in state of service who belong to the Roman Catholic 
h . 


“Certain Roman Catholic periodicals in Croatia approve this persecu- 
tion. Thus the organ of the Archbishop of Sarajevo defends the use of 
‘revolutionary methods’ in ‘the service of truth, justice, and honesty,’ 
and states that ‘it is a silly y idea, unworthy of disciples of Christ, that the 
struggle against evil could be carried on in a noble manner and with 
gloves’. 99 

THe CoNVERTED CaTHOLIC MAGAZINE on p. 190 of its September 1941 
issue records that Pius XII ‘‘gave private approval to the new Axis powers 
by receiving in private audience, first, the new Italian King of Croatia, the 
Duke of Spoleto, just before he took the throne and, secondly, the traitorous 
Dr. Pavelitch and the Croat delegation.’’ These are the men who today are } 
the ‘‘secular arm’’ executing the will of the Roman church.

INTOLERANCE

many have perished, are thereby with- 
held from students.’” 

In regard to freedom of religion: 
Even in this the freest of countries the 
Catholic church has never stopped har- 
assing the Jehovah witnesses, a minor- 
ity group. It forced them off the radio 
in Philadelphia and elsewhere. In many 
Catholic communities they have been 
hounded and persecuted with an intol- 
erance that reminds one of the heyday 
of Catholicism. 

Bible burning is ordered and carried 
out in Catholic countries such as Spain 
and even in Catholic provinces of non- 
Catholic countries, such as Quebec.* 
This was in accord with the decree of 
Pius VIT in 1816 which termed Bible 
societies a ‘‘fiendish instrument for 
the undermining of the foundation of 
religion.’’** Cardinal Villeneuve of 
Quebee gave out similar rulings a few 
months ago.® 

Even today ‘heretics’ are being per- 
secuted and slaughtered because of 
their doctrinal differences with Rome.*® 

Freedom of conscience is denied all 
Catholies. The church inflicts even to-

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day a sentence of damnation on all who 
give up the Catholic religion, even 
though they do so in good faith and ac- 
cording to the dictates of their consci- 
ence. If they are priests they are sub- 
jected, in addition, to character-assassi- 
nation and economic persecution. In 
Italy the Lateran Concordat with Mus- 
solini forbids the State to employ any 
former priest or member of a religious 
order or even to grant them public 
relief.” Even in this country the church 
will not hesitate to violate State laws 
to wreak vengeance on the head of a 
dissenter, as in the discharge of Pro- 
fessor Fleischer from the Jesuit Uni- 
versity of St. Louis or in the Marquette 
University case recorded elsewhere in 
this issue.* 

Freedom of assembly is allowed by 
all liberal States. Though the Catholic 
church is violently opposed to granting 
such freedom to heretics, the best it 
can do in this country to evade the law 
and enforce its own prejudices is to 
urge police interference under false 
pretenses. Such police raids are a com- 
mon obstruction to Protestant mission- 
ary work in Latin America, as any 
Protestant missionary from those lands 
ean testify. Similar tactics were used 
here in the Lehmann case at Philadel- 
phia.*® 

The Catholic Encyclopedia (XIV, 
772) shows that in the mind of the 
church toleration is a mere matter of 
opportunism. It cites the doctrine of 
St. Thomas Aquinas (II-II, q. X, a. 11) 
and Catholic theologians in general that 
‘*tolerance might be always exercised 
whenever its refusal would cause more 
harm than good, or, vice versa, when- 
ever the granting of it ensured greater

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advantage than disadvantages.’’ It 
might have added that its obvious stan- 
dard of good and harm is the well-being 
of the Roman church. 


Since toleration in the mind of the 
Catholic church is only a temporary 
device for turning unavoidable evils 
to the advantage of Catholicism, it fol- 
lows that the real and permanent doe- 
trine of the church is that of intolerance 
which is to be carried out whenever 
there is a chance to use it advantage- 
ously. As the Catholic Encyclopedia 
teaches, intolerance is not an evil, but 
a natural law of self-preservation.°® 


What the Catholic church thinks of 
tolerance and its inherent liberties is 
well expressed in a letter written by 
Cardinal Pacca in the name of Gregory 
XVI to Father De Lamennais of France 
whose democratic ‘‘errors’’ had just 
been condemned in Gregory’s encyeli- 
eal Mirari Vos: 


‘‘The Pope recalled the doctrine 
of Pius VI who said that absolute 
liberty of conscience, thought, speech 
and press were ‘a monstrous right 
that appears to the Constituent As- 
sembly to flow from the natural 
equality and freedom of man- 
kind.’ ’”4 
Though a small minority in this 

country, not more than 13,000,000 
adults, the Catholic church by its noisy 
intolerance is able to impose its will on 
the majority of our 130,000,000 citizens 
over whom it has no right or authority. 
Its success in safeguarding its artificial 
reputation and in imposing censorship 
on an unorganized majority is evi- 
denced by the current history of stage 
and screen, radio and press, as well as 
in the suppression of birth control 
clinics.

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ROMAN CATHOLIC DOCTRINE 
ON TOLERANCE 


When the Catholic church speaks of 
‘‘tolerance,’’ it means by that word 
something entirely different from the 
ordinary usage of the word, for it rec- 
ognizes no inalienable right in the per- 
sons whom it tolerates. What the church 
tolerates is, by that very fact, an evil 
in the eyes of the church. The Catholic 
church’s idea of tolerance is conniving 
at an evil for the sake of the advantage 
to be gained from it. 


The Catholic Encyclopedia (XIV, 
763) says that ‘‘akin to tolerance is 
connivance which means the deliberate 
closing of one’s eyes to evil conditions, 
so as not to be obliged to take measures 
against them. The distinction between 
eonnivance and toleration lies in the 
fact that the latter not only closes its 
eyes to the tolerated evil, but also open- 
ly concedes it complete liberty of action 
and freedom to spread.’’ 


The Catholic doctrine of tolerance is 
based on the principle of casuistry that 
one may passively cooperate in doing 
evil, if he is seeking something good 
that results from the evil. 


Intolerance is partly founded on the 
church’s illusion that it is the living 
Truth and partly in its discredited con- 
viction that matters of religious opinion 
rest on a scientific basis and are as 
readily discernible as the principles of 
mathematics : 


‘*Just as there can be no alterna- 
tive multiplication tables, so there 
ean be but a single religion, which, 
by the very fact of its existence, pro- 
tests against all other religions as 
false.’”?* 


Intolerance, however, is more specif- 
ically founded in the Catholic church’s 


belief in exclusive salvation for Roman 
Catholies : 





“ Catholic Encyclopedia, XIV, 765. 
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‘*‘To this day religious intolerance 
finds its firmest foundation in the 
belief that there is no salvation out- 
side the Church. Where this belief is 
sincerely held, intolerance haunts it 
as its shadow, though circumstances 
may determine its method and its 
degree. In the eyes of the theocratic 
hierarchy heresy is rebellion, and re- 
bellion of a peculiarly heinous char- 
acter, being directly against God . . . 
Heretics are more mischievous than 
ordinary criminals and to rid the 
earth of them is a just, beneficent 
and necessary work.’”* 


Since, as the Catholic Encyclopedia 
(XIV, 766) so well puts it, the church 
‘‘regards dogmatic intolerance not 
alone as her incontestable right, but al- 
so as a sacred duty,’’ it naturally fol- 
lows that the church condemns disbelief 
in her teachings as a crime worse than 
treason that must be stamped out by 
penal measures that aim not only to 
prevent but to punish.” 


The Catholic church considers it per- 
fectly right and logical to take advan- 
tage of toleration in Protestant coun- 
tries but to deny this same toleration 
to Protestants in Catholie countries. 
This peculiar twist in the church’s out- 
look ean be traced to its fixed idea that 
it is right and everyone else is wrong. 
Louis Veuillot, whom Leo XIII called 
‘‘Lay Father of the Church,’’ puts it 
this way: 


‘*When you are masters, we claim 
perfect liberty for ourselves, in ac- 
cordance with your principles. When 
we are masters, in accordance with 
our principles, we will refuse it to 
you.’”® 


The Catholic Encyclopedia (XII, 
499) ealls Protestantism ‘‘a kind of 
fool’s paradise’’ and a ‘‘virulent’’ her-

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esy, an ‘‘enemy at the gate of the Cath- 
olic Church’’ aiming ‘‘at nothing less 
than the destruction of Christianity.’’ 
It has absolutely no right to exist, as 
the late General of the Jesuits declared 
in his highly authoritative treatise on 
canon law: 


‘As concerns the relations of the 
Catholic Church with other religious 
associations, there is no doubt that all 
religious associations of unbelievers and 
all Christian sects are regarded by the 
Catholic Church as entirely illegitimate 
and devoid of all right of existence.’”* 


The Catholic church can claim no 
eredit for discontinuance of Inquisi- 
tional torture. Even the Catholic Ency- 
clopedia (V, 679) is forced to admit 
that ‘‘the use of censures as a means 
of coercion has grown constantly rarer, 
the more so as it is hardly ever possible 
for the Church to obtain from the civil 
power the execution of such penalties.’’ 


Cardinal Billot, a Jesuit, whose 
works are today a textbook in many 
seminaries, says: 

‘*God not only permits the Church 
to use force, but definitely prescribes 
it to her. There are no efficacious rem- 


edies against heresies but medieval 
laws.’”2" 


THE INQUISITION NEVER STOPPED 


As late as 1823 the church restored 
the Inquisition in Spain. ‘‘In 1826 a 
Jew was burnt and a Quaker hanged 
for relapsing into heresy.’’* 


‘“Toward the close of Pius 1X’s pon- 
tificate, a book suggesting certain 
chureh reforms was sent to him by its 
author, Fra Andrea d’Atagene, for 
approval: d’Atagene was in conse-

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quence sentenced to twelve years’ im- 
prisonment, but after serving three 
years was released through the efforts 
of the French government.’’*® 


In January 1895 there appeared in 
the Analecta Ecclesiastica, a clerical 
journal published in Rome, an article 
by a Francisean priest glorifying the 
Inquisition of earlier days: 


“O blessed flames of the pyres 


A similar glorification of the Inqui- 
sition and implication that Torquemada 
must have been a saint are found in 
William T. Walsh’s book Characters of 
the Inquisition, published in this coun- 
try last year. 


In 1898 Jesuit Father Mariano De 
Luea, professor of canon law in Rome, 
published a large work entitled, Prae- 
lectiones Juris Canonici. In it he justi- 
fied the death penalty for heretics. 
Three years later he published his Jn- 
stitutiones Juris Ecclesiastici Publici 
in which he teaches that heresy is to be 
punished. He makes no distinction be- 
tween ‘‘formal’’ heretics and ‘‘materi- 
al’’ heretics. He even teaches that born 
heretics are punishable if they are 
‘*pertinacious.’’ Father De Luca was 
warmly congratulated by Leo XIII on 
the publication of each of these works. 


JESUIT EVASIONS 


Roman Catholicism has, as we see, 
an unbroken tradition of intolerance 
springing from its deep-seated obses- 
sion that it is the living Truth. How 
then has the Catholic church been able,

in the face of historical facts, to con- 
vince the world at large that it is tol- 
erant and always has been? To attain 
this end, it has used many different 
means. 


One of the principal means used by 
the church to confuse its doctrine on 
tolerance has been the invention of 
meaningless, theoretical distinctions. 
Forced into self-defense by the rise of 
liberalism, the Jesuits, skilled in casu- 
istry, indulged in hair-splitting heresy 
into ‘‘formal heresy’’ and ‘‘ material 
heresy,’’ in distinguishing the ‘‘soul’’ 
from the ‘‘body’’ of the church. 


In regard to ‘‘formal’’ and ‘‘ma- 
terial’’ heresy, Cadoux wisely points 
out : 


**Tt is exactly the kind of conces- 
sion which exempted no one so long 
as the Church was strong enough to 
punish, but which can be conceded 
to almost anyone now that the 
Church, being weaker, wants a legal 
excuse for not punishing and for not 
threatening to punish so ruthlessly 
in the future.’’*° 


According to these new Jesuit dis- 
tinctions heretics are of two kinds: 
There is the wilful, deliberate type 
(formal heretics) who are outside the 
church, doomed to eternal damnation 
in the next life and subject to church 
punishment here below. Then there is 
the type that is born into ‘invincible 
ignorance’ and ‘is in ‘good faith’ (ma- 
terial heretics) who belong to ‘the 
soul of the Church.’ They may be 
saved, but with only the greatest of 
difficulty for they are ‘‘eut off from 
God’s appointed means of grace.’’ The 
church has the power to punish them 
but chooses not to use it." 


These Jesuit distinctions were first 
invented as an antidote to liberalism

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at the end of the eighteenth century.” 

They contradict both the doctrine 
and practice of previous centuries when 
all were persecuted without distinc- 
tion. It was not until fairly recently 
that this distinction about ‘‘ material 
heretics’’ came into general acceptance. 
At first it was applied only to baptized 
non-Catholies, but during the past for- 
ty years has gradually come to be ap- 
plied to all non-Catholies through a 
new interpretation of ‘‘baptism of de- 
sire.’’ Real theologians know that this 
distinetion is entirely unsound and 
without historical foundation. It was 
for this reason that De Luca, men- 
tioned above, ignores it entirely. The 
docile Catholic laity, however, have 
been deceived into believing that such 
a distinction existed in the Middle 
Ages: 

“‘In every age the Church has 
drawn a fundamental distinction . . . 
between formal and merely material 
heretics and her penal legislation 
was directed solely against the for- 


mer category.’’ (Catholic Encyclope- 
dia, XIV, 767.) 


JESUIT VIEW OF THE FUTURE 


By the American doctrine of toler- 
ance the Catholic church has every 
right to exist. But as Americans we 
ean and should object to its political 
designs to Catholicize America and ap- 
ply here its doctrine of intolerance. 


The Jesuits themselves have thrown 
down the gauntlet: 


‘‘The most unreasonable of all at- 
titudes toward the Papacy is that of 
neutrality. The Pope is either the su- 
preme head of Christendom, the in- 
fallible teacher of spiritual truth, 
the suecessor of Saint Peter and the 
Vicar of Christ on earth, or he is an 
imposter with whom no respectable 
person should have dealings. You can 
no more be neutral toward the Pope

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than you can be neutral toward 
Came. 


Jesuit Catholicism has no intention 
of standing by to let America passively 
work out its destiny : 


‘‘The old Protestant culture is 
about at the end of its rope. The 
first settlers of our country estab- 
lished this distinctly Protestant cul- 
ture ... For 150 years the Protestant 
element was strongest, and we admit 
it. 

‘‘This Christian culture is a wave 
receding, and we Catholics are living 
in a most important day, with one 
eulture vanishing, another -gaining 
strength. Why can’t we raise a tidal 
wave that will bring Catholic culture 
into the United States? Why can’t 
we make the United States Catholic 
in legislation, Catholic in justice, 
aims and ideals?’’* 


The work of undermining American- 
ism is now going on: 


‘“‘The aims of fascism are most 
deeply in conflict with those of a 
free republic like that of the United 
States. In this effort, the Catholic 
church has been plainly no conserva- 
tor of tradition ; it has been an ally— 
a potent ally—of the forces of de- 
struction.’”** 


What Protestant America could ex- 
pect, should Roman Catholicism attain 
the power it is trying to get, can best be 
expressed in the words of the latest 
Catholic magazine and those of a prom- 
inent priest-leader : 


‘‘Nor can we be permitted to dab- 
ble with Heresies, nor harbor the 
fantastic distortion that it does not 
make any difference what a man be- 
lieves as long as he ‘does good.’ It is 
the obligation of every Catholic to 
believe that these differences should

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be eliminated by Catholic Truth and 
not be prolonged by Tolerance.’’* 


In 1901 Father Harney speaking in 
New Jersey on Protestant errors said: 


‘I do not doubt, if they were 
strong enough, that the Catholic peo- 
ple would hinder, even by death if 
necessary, the spread of such errors 
through the people, And I say, ‘right- 
-_ 

Unlike Father Harney, we are con- 
vineed that the Catholic people of this 
country are at present too American to 
advocate persecution of heretics. But 
we realize, too, that, if the hierarchy 
continues to grasp more and more power 
in the United States, it can and will 
rouse them into a frenzy of intolerance 
and persecution as it is doing today in 
Spain and Croatia.

SHINTOISM AND CATHOLI- 
CISM 


ATICAN-JAPANESE relations 

have long been most cordial. Some 
time ago Roman theologians even de- 
cided that Catholics in the Mikado’s 
domains could accept the interpretation 
that Shintoism was merely a philosophy 
and not a religion, and that Catholics 
therefore could comply with national 
requirements in mixing Shintoism with 
Roman Catholic beliefs and practices. 


Now, however, the Japanese govern- 
ment has declared that Shintoism is not 
only a religion, but ‘‘the perfect reli- 
gion, the religion of religions.’’ This 
should put the Roman theologians in a 
difficult position. But they have wrig- 
gled out of such difficulties before, and 
a further injection of paganism into 
their brand of Christianity would 
searcely be noticeable.

SCAPULAR SALVATION 


A *“SCAPULAR MILITIA’’ has 
been organized by the Carmelite 
Fathers of New York to distribute 
500,000 of their scapulars among the 
members of the armed forces. This 
‘‘seapular’’ consists of two pieces of 
brown woolen cloth (approximately 1” 
x 2” in size) attached by strings that 
hang over the shoulders. According to 
the alleged promise made by the Virgin 
Mary to Saint Simon Stock (13th cen- 
tury), “‘anyone who dies wearing this 
scapular will be saved from eternal 
firre.”’ 


One of these scapulars is before us 
as we write, along with much advertis- 
ing literature about it supplied by the 
Carmelite church of Our Lady of the 
Scapular in New York City. The word- 
ing of this ‘‘first promise’’ is given as 
follows: 

“The Blessed Virgin, accompanied by 

a multitude of angels, appeared to 

Saint Simon Stock, holding im Her 

blessed hands the Scapular of the Car- 

melite Order and saying :‘This will be 
to you and to all Carmelites a privilege, 
that whosoever dies in this Scapular 
shall not suffer eternal fire,’ that is, 
whosoever dies in this will be saved.” 


A second promise is that of the ‘‘mar- 
velous Sabbatine Privilege,’’ which is 
as follows: 


“TI, the Mother of graces, shall descend 
on the Saturday after their death, and 
as many as I shall find in Purgatory 
I shall free.” 


A picture of the Virgin Mary com- 
ing down to purgatory each Saturday 
morning to release scapular-wearers 
from a lurid and flaming lake of fire, 
accompanies this promise and is repro- 
duced herewith, without the coloring 
of the original. 


“Some superlatives worth knowing’’ 
about this devotion to the scapular are 
advertised as follows : It is the “‘ oldest,’’ 
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Official picture of “Our Lady of the Scapu- 
lar” coming down into the fires of purga- 
tory on Saturday to release those who wore 
the scapular during life. 


‘*most privileged,’’ and ‘‘most miracu- 
lous’’ devotion in the Catholic church. 
In proof of the miraculous qualities of 
these two pieces of wool, it is recounted 
that ‘‘letters from the front during the 
Spanish war (1936-1939) poured in 
describing miracles . . . Whole regi- 
ments [of Franco’s forces] wore the 
Scapular.’’ One case is told in which a 
soldier was rendered immune by wear- 
ing the scapular when ‘‘directly fired 
upon by four machine guns, from a 
distance of 700 or 800 metres for a 
period of fifteen minutes.”’ 


It is further advertised in this liter- 
ature, that ‘‘about one hundred plenary 
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indulgences can be gained annually 
through the practice of the Scapular 
Devotion, not to speak of almost count: 
less days of partial indulgences, all 
applicable to the souls in Purgatory.’’ 
Much more is added of a like nature. 
All of this may sound incredible and 
unintelligible to “those who are not 
familiar with the Roman Catholic teach- 
ing of salvation by privileges, indul- 
genees, special pardons, the wearing of 
scapulars and medals, and especially 
through ‘‘Mary, the Mother of all 
graces.’ It is sad that so many of our 
brave American soldiers are being 
taught to rely upon such superstitious

HIS SUMMER there appeared on 

the newsstands a new Catholic mag- 
azine called The Catholic International. 
Appearing soon after the banning of 
Coughlin’s Social Justice, and embody- 
ing*@il” its anti-British, anti-Semitic, 
anti-Masonic, pro-Fascist features, it 
looked like a Catholic substitute for 
Coughlin’s mouthpiece. Its first num- 
ber stated that it was ‘‘published by 
Catholic laymen under clerical direc- 
tion.’’ 

The priest-directors of this new Cath- 
olic publication belong chiefly to the 
Paulists, a congregation of priests who 
originally professed a ‘liberal’ view of 
Catholicism. How far the Paulists have 
now gone. over to the diehard school of 
Jesuit Catholicism may be judged from 
this new magazine. Its masthead states : 
‘*The object of this publication is not 
to placate the non-aecceptors of Jesus 
Christ with concessions, but to mon- 
strate and defend the eternal Catholic 
Dogmas.’’ 

The following brief résumé of some 
of the un-American contents of the first 
issue of this Catholic magazine will 
show that it does not belie its name or 


practices for their hope of salvation 
after giving their young lives in battle 
in this war for freedom, truth and 
decency. 

True Christian teaching rejects all 
pagan claims that belief in the power 
of objects made of sticks and stones, 
wool or metal, helps the attainment of 
salvation in this world or the next. 
Jesus Christ, and no other person, 
place or thing, is ‘‘the Way the Truth 
and the Life.’’ He has never revoked 
or changed his sweet invitation : ‘‘Come 
unto Me, all ye that labor and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest”’ 
(Matt. 11 :28).

its aim, and that it is a bold, if crude, 
attempt to align Catholics in America 
with the world-wide crusade of Nazi- 
fascism against democracy, the Jews, 
the British, Protestantism, Freemason- 
ry and all forms of liberty and toler- 
ance. It must be remembered that it is 
all post-Pearl Harbor : 


Its first editorial levels its sacrasm 
against those ‘‘infuriated with sophisti- 
cal war-rhetoric—who are chasing the 
futile earthly Utopia which is ‘just 
around the corner’ once we have licked 
the Huns.’’ 


Then it rejoices editorially at all the 
‘‘good news’’ brought about by the 
military victories of Fascism and Naz- 
ism: 

“France, beaten and humiliated, is 

celebrating a Renouveau Catholique 

[Catholic restoration]. The earthly dis- 

aster has been a heavenly blessing. The 

days of Leon Blum, of Socialism and 

Freemasonry are gone forever in France 

. .. now a majority of the total French 

population is practicing the Catholic 

Faith. Isn’t it all glorious? France has 

lost her navy and regained her soul.” 


Catholicism’s debt to Italian Fas- 
cism is described as follows: 
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“And in Italy too, there has been——for 
twenty years now [since Mussolini came 
to power]—a pulling away from the 
anti-clerical masonic tradition of Gari- 
baldi and Mazzini . . . The base little 
atheist schoolmasters have been booted 
out forever and monks and nuns now 
again teach the children of the Penin- 
sula.”’ 


It states that the Catholic church in 
Germany, since Hitler came to power, 
has benefited most of all. In proof of 
this it quotes a Jesuit priest recently 
returned from there, as follows: 

“And Father Joseph Ledit, S.J., of Mon- 

treal, returned from a trip wherein he 

visited all the leading European coun- 


tries, reports, in a pamphlet published 
by The America Press [Jesuit concern 


in New York] that theCatholic churches 
—in spite of the Nazi persecution— 
are crowded, and that there are more 
communicants im Germany today than 
ever in the history of the German 
lands.” 

It lauds Laval and his return to 
power, and hits at the Jews through 
Léon Blum, ‘‘a smirch to his country 
and his race’’ who ‘‘ deserves hanging.’”’ 
It rages against any kind of ‘‘Union 
Now’’ with Britain, and demands the 
right ‘‘of the Spanish Government of 
Generalissimo Franco to maintain her 
cultural hegemony in South America.’’ 
(pages 4-5) 


There is much more that we need not 
quote: that Anglo-American Freemas- 
onry is as anti-religious and violent as 
Masonry in Europe which was wiped 
out by the Nazi-fascist dictators (p. 
29) ; that Catholics cannot be tolerant 
in matters of religion; that Protestants 
are still ‘‘heretics,’’ and that ‘‘we can- 
not be permitted to dabble with Her- 
esies, nor harbor the fantastic distor- 
tion that it does not make any difference 
what a man believes as long as he ‘does 
good’.’’ It lays down that: 


“It is the obligation of every Catholic to 
believe that these differences should be 
eliminated by Catholic Truth and not be 
prolonged by Tolerance.” (p. 81) 
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The whole magazine is nauseating. 
Its glorification of superstitious prac- 
tices, its condemnation of free educa- 
tion, and even of Catholic books such as 
Dr. Cronin’s liberal Catholic novel The 
Keys of the Kingdom, prove its opposi- 
tion to every tendency toward a more 
tolerant and Christian view of life. 
It could well be ignored, were it less 
dangerous to the security of all we 
cherish and fight for in a war for re- 
ligious and social betterment. 


It is a hopeful sign that no further 
issues of The Catholic International 
have appeared on the newsstands since 
its first undated issue in June. It may 
be that the ‘Black International’ has 
decided that it will prove more insidi- 
ous and effective by restricting itself 
to Father Coughlin’s underground 
movement.

THE BIBLE IN CANADA 


REPORT of the lifting of the ban on the 
Communist party in Canada revealed how 
many Protestant Bible societies and simi- 
lar organizations had also been banned as 


“communist,” under Roman Catholic pres- 
sure. 


Among those released from the ban are: 
White Star Bible and Tract Society; Inter- 
national Bible Students Association, and 
Jehovah Witnesses. Not mentioned is the 
North Toronto Bible and Tract Society 
whose Bibles and pamphlets were banned 
from the mails last year. 


Action in the matter was obtained by a 
House of Commons committee only after 
the pro-Catholic Minister J. E. Michaud had 
objected to the vote and resigned. He was 


replaced by the Ontario Liberal, H. B. Mc- 
Kinnon.

His Forty Years of Evangelization Work Among the Portuguese 


HIS YEAR, on May 30, the Rev. 

John P. Santos, pastor of the Port- 
uguese Baptist Church of Fall River, 
Mass., celebrated the fortieth anniver- 
sary of his conversion from Roman 
Catholicism and his years of diversified 
labors since 1902 as a missionary of the 
Gospel among his people. He is also 
the founder and editor of a monthly 
periodical, ‘‘O Evangelista’’ published 
in Portuguese and English, for the in- 
struction of his people in the teachings 
of Evangelical Christianity. 


Mr. Santos was born in the city of 
Ponta Delgada in the Azores in 1883. 
As a young man of nineteen he began 
to study the New Testament and to at- 
tend Protestant preaching services in 
the Gospel Hall in his native city. On 
May 30, 1902, he received the gift of 
a new life and faith in Jesus Christ and 
renounced allegiance to the church of 
Rome. Only those who have experienced 
it understand what this ‘‘spiritual re- 
generation’’ means. It is the ‘‘new cre- 
ation in Jesus Christ,’’ the act of being 
**born again’’ of the spirit, as explained 
by Jesus Christ in the third chapter of 
St. John’s Gospel. 


His family, of course, failed at first 
to understand his conversion ; they ridi- 
culed and scoffed at him. But they soon 
discovered that it was useless to try and 
bring him back to the practices of Ro- 
man Catholicism. After a while they, 
too, beeame convinced of the truth of 
the Christian religion as revealed in the 
Seriptures. He came to the United 
States the next year and joined the 
Rev. F. Silva, a consecrated servant of 
God, at New Bedford, and became a 
co-worker of his in the evangelization 
of that Portuguese colony. In April 
1905, he married, by proxy, Miss Laura 


dos Reis, a native of Lisbon then resid- 
ing in Ponta Delgada. She later joined 
him and became his helper in the many 
years of missionary labor that followed.

For five years Mr. Santos devoted 
himself to the work of colportage for 
the Massachusetts Bible and Tract So- 
ciety. It was a trying but glorious work 
and afforded him rich experiences in 
Christian work. After visiting Portu- 
gal, the Azores, Madeira and Bermuda, 
where he continued his Gospel work, 
he was ordained and sent by the Massa- 
chusetts Baptist Missionary Society to 
take charge of its work among the Port- 
uguese at Fall River, a mill city where 
89% of the population is Roman Catho- 
lic. During his pastorate there, the Mis- 
sion was raised to the status of a church 
with membership in the Baptist 
Churches Association. His church has 
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been remodeled on several occasions, 
greatly enlarged and a baptistry added. 


Pastor Santos’ church at Fall River 
is truly a missionary church, for it 
sends out witnesses who proclaim the 
Gospel to the Portuguese people in 
many parts of the world, to Portugal, 
the Azores, Bermuda, California, New 
Bedford, Cambridge, Somerville, Ply- 
mouth and several other places in Mas- 
sachusetts. 


dained; he added further that he 
would have to make sure that I would 
preach no ‘falsehoods’ at the meeting. 
I in turn asked him who he was and 
where he came from. He told me he 
was ‘Father’ Joseph Grady of Our 
Lady of Mercy parish nearby. 


“*T suggested first that if he would 
sit in on the meeting he could not 
only learn the facts he wanted but 
also my reasons for leaving the priest- 
hood.

States. 


‘**Finally, to save time for the 
meeting and to ensure its peaceful 
procedure, I gave the intruder the 
detailed facts he demanded.

HITLER-VATICAN PEACE OFFENSIVE 


HITLER’S PLAN has for a long time been 
to follow a startling victory over European 
Russia with a peace offensive. Full details 
on how this plot for a “negotiated peace” is 
to be worked through the Vatican by means 
of Catholic Franz Von Papen are given on 
page 134 of the May 1942 issue of Tue Con- 
VERTED CATHOLIC MAGAZINE. It says of Von 
Papen, “he will then, according to the dip- 
lomats, approach Catholic and anti-Russian 
public opinion in the Allied nations by way 
of the Vatican.” 


Confirmation of this Hitler-Vatican peace 
plot is contained in a report from Vichy, 
France, in the July 16 issue of the New 
York Herald Tribune under a headline 
reading, “Reports Encyclical Will Offer 
Negotiated Peace Plan.” The account 
reads as follows: 


“Diplomatic circles here said tonight 
that the Vatican is preparing a peace 
encyclical to be published in mid-Aug- 
ust, defining Pope Pius XII’s ideas of 
a basis for negotiated peace and post- 
war world planning. 


“It was said that the encyclical, 
which will be sent to bishops all over 
the world, also will contain provisions 
seeking to maintain the present Catho- 
lic authoritarian regimes in _ Italy, 
Spain, Portugal and France. 


“Although there has been no an- 
nouncement about the document by the 
Vatican or by nuncios in various capi- 
tals, all diplomats were reported to be 
aware that it is in preparation.” 


Further reports from Vichy giving full- 
er detai:« of this Vatican plot were com- 
pletely censored. Even the above account 
was censored by the Hearst and other pro- 
fascist papers in this country. The New 
York Times, with its customary submissive- 
ness to Archbishop Speellman’s censorship 
of Catholic news, did not publish it at all. 


At the present time in mid-July, as we go 
to press, it is not possible to predict how 


open or strong this coming encycli¢al will 
be. This will depend on the success of 
secret negotiations between the Vatican 
and fascist interests in this country and 
England. If the Russian resistance proves 
stronger than expected, the encyclical will 
probably be withheld for a more opportune 
occasion such as Hitler insists on. 


Confidential information recently reached 
us from a source close to Archbishop 
Stritch that he met during June in Chi 
cago with other high officers of the chureh 
and their Jesuit advisers to lay plans fora 
peace movement in this country that will 
bring pressure to bear on President Roose 
velt to call upon the United Nations to meet 
with Hitler at a peace table with the pope 
as moderator. This movement would break 
out “spontaneously” at various strategic 
centers of the United States. It is part of 
the Vatican plot mentioned above and like 
it will depend on preliminary events that 
have yet to shape themselves. 


CLERICO-FASCISM IN FRANCE 


IN ACCORDANCE with the Jesuit policy 
of war on liberal Catholicism, Vichy France 
suppressed two liberal Catholic periodicals, 
similar to the American Commonweal, 
“that were followed and highly appreciated 
by Protestants and non-religious groups.” 


The same July 20th issue of the New 
York Times that mentions the suppression 
of these two magazines gives several other 
indications of the intimate partnership in 
France bewteen the puppet Hitler govern 
ment and Roman Catholicism: 


“Christians who stand firm against the 
Nazis in France are in the paradoxical 
situation of having also to oppose & 
French Government that makes a great 
show of being a friend of the church 
and of religion. Marshal Pétain, who 
never misses mass on Sunday and who, 
in traveling about the country, goes out 
of his way to show his respect for the 
religious authorities, appealed to the 
faithful to support him in the building of 
his new order, ‘Work, Family, Country’ 
From the upper ranks of the Catholic 
clergy he obtained a support which, at 
times, has been enthusiastic; at times, 
prudent and reserved.” 


“As long as Marshal Pétain stays @ 
certain sort of clerical pressure can 
itself felt. It was through this pressure 
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that the Roman Catholic church suc- 
ceeded in reaching a solution of various 
questions that it had continually raised 
during the last years of the Third Repub- 
lic—a reform of the legal status of relig- 
ious congregations, State financial assist- 
ance for private schools, and support for 
the Catholic point of view in the strug- 
gle against rationalistic tendencies in 
public school teaching.” 


“These same [youth] movements in 
the unoccupied zone not only continue to 
exist, but actually their activity and 
membership have increased, and this is 


true especially of the Catholic Workers 
Youth. . .” 


This newspaper account recalls that 
Cardinal Gerlier of France said in 1940, 
“France is Pétain.” It also reminds us that 
the recently deceased Cardinal Baudrillart 
“was the churchman who represented the 
spirit of collaboration in its most extreme 
form.” What it failed to make clear is that 
all the upper clergy of France are anti- 
democratic and always have been, and that 
what dying embers of democracy remain in 
the Catholic church of France are among 
the poor lower clergy whose opinion is of 
no importance in the formation of church 


policy. 


The Times attempts to make a case for 
the Catholic church as an enemy of Hitler- 
ism, in spite of the above-quoted proofs of 
clerico-fascism in France. Its most pitiful 
attempt was to read an anti-Hitler mean- 
ing into a perfectly innocuous prayer to the 
Sacred Heart. The point it attempts to 
capitalize, the phrase “a land from which 
Your rule has been banished,” has been 
part of that same prayer for many years 
and was purposely directed against the re- 
publican regime that banished the relig- 
ious orders—not against Hitler! 


CATHOLIC CENSORSHIP 


CONFORMITY to the peculiarities of Cath- 
clic morality still determines what you 
shall see in the moving pictures. According 
to the New York Times of June 14, “The 
Sun Is My Undoing” is being filmed in a 
way that will maintain the supposed moral- 
ity of the Catholic clergy: 


“The story was a difficult one. . . since 
it imputed avarice to a representative 
of the Roman Catholic Church. Nothing 
could violate the production code more 
thoroughly.” 
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CATHOLIC PRELATES BUY GOLD 
BRICKS 


UNDEMOCRATIC principles are the frame- 
work of Catholic organization. From the 
supreme dictatorship in Rome down to the 
humblest parish in a mission land the local 
“leader” is always an appointee. This fol- 
lowing of the “leadership principle” (which 
Hitler has recently publicized) is especially 
unjust in the handling of finances. In the 
United States, for example, untold millions 
of dollars are collected each year by the 
Catholic church from the common people. 
There is no checking of the in-take or out- 
lay of funds in any parish or diocese by 
either the people or the government. Gross 
mismanagement of finances results. There 
is no one, for instance, who can question 
where or how Cardinal O’Connell amassed 
millions of dollars or to challenge Cardinal 
Dougherty about his many large gifts to 
relatives. 


The Milwaukee Journal of June 6, 1942, 
reports the arrest of a goldbrick promoter, 
Philip Suetter, on a charge of mail fraud 
which included among his victims “high 
Catholic officials.” Among those mentioned 
by name was Father Bubacz of Chicago and 
Archbishop Francis J. Beckman of Iowa; 
the latter lost $250,000 in the wildcat stock. 
“Suetter is said to have promised that a 
$300,000 investment would produce $3,000,- 
000 in three years.” Among the striking 
conclusions to be drawn from this case is 
the pitiful lack of financial ability in the 
“high Catholic officials.” 


The same Milwaukee paper on May 19, 
1942, carried an account that illustrates 
how well many priests can provide for their 
relatives in their wills, after supporting 
them during their lives. Edward J. Black- 
well, pastor of St. Thomas Aquinas Roman 
Catholic church in Milwaukee died on 
August 5th. His will provided a $2,500 
yearly income for his sister for the rest of 
her life, plus the interest and $600 a year 
from the principal of a fund totaling 
$46,491. 


Meanwhile Catholic nuns are sent out to 
beg in the streets, in subway entrances, in 
saloons and even on WPA projects. Every 
large department store in New York has a 
tin-cup nun at the entrance. This practice 
is as degrading to womanhood as it is mis- 
representative of the wealth of the Catholic 
church.

DEATH OF CONVERTED 
PRIEST 


EW YORK metropolitan news- 

papers favored us by reporting 
the death of the Rev. Thomas Barbieri, 
a converted priest who was received in- 
to Christ’s Mission in July 1908, and 
who had been pastor of Bernardsville 
Presbyterian church in New Jersey 
from 1929 till the time of his death, 
June 14, 1942. From 1916 to 1929, he 
had been attached to the Bethlehem 
chapel of the First Presbyterian church, 
New York. He leaves a widow, the 
former Louise E. Tassi of New York, 
five daughters and four sons. 


The New York Times’ report stated 


that this converted priest was born in 
Italy, studied at the Gregorian Uni- 
versity in Rome and was ordained a 
Catholic priest before coming to this 
country. After his conversion he at- 
tended the Moody Bible School at 
Mount Hermon before entering the 
Presbyterian ministry. 


THE LATE REV. THOMAS BARBIERI 
Converted Catholic Priest 


(As he was when he came to Christ’s 
Mission in 1908) 


In the files of the old ConverTep 
CatHotic Macazine (Vol. XXV, p. 
226) we read that Rev. Barbieri was a 
priest at the Church of Our Lady of 
Mt. Carmel, on East 115th Street in 
New York City, when he came to 
Christ’s Mission. After his conversion 
he received letters from Archbishop 
Farley’s secretary, Rev. Dr. G. Fer- 
rante, inviting him to return to the 
priesthood and promising him a large 
congregation. Facsimiles of Dr. Fer- 
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rante’s letters appeared in the New 
York Observer of Jan. 19, 1911. Rev. 
Barbieri naturally refused this alluring 
offer and continued to prepare himself 
for the Presbyterian ministry.

YOU ARE SUPPORTING 
PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS! 


YOUR MONEY in the form of the taxes 
you pay is being spent by the Federal 
government for the “improvement and 
maintenance” of parochial schools 
throughout the country. This new and 
unconstitutional support of Catholic 
schools is the latest accomplishmemnt 
of Catholic Action which has openly 
determined to secure State support for 
parochial schools, according to the 
directions of Pius XI in his encyclical 
on Education. 


The Hartford Courant of Hartford, 
Connecticut, printed on July 17, 1942, 
the following dispatch from its Wash- 
ington correspondent, Arthur C. Wi- 
mar. It appeared under the headline, 
“Parochial School Grant,” 


“Congressman Downs reported 
that the Federal Works Agency had 
reversed a previous ruling and had 
decided parochial schools might re- 
ceive Public Works grants for im- 
provement and maintenance. Here- 
tofore parochial schools have been 
regarded as private institutions not 
eligible to participate on the Public 
Works Program. 

“Mr. Downs said assistant FWA 
administrator Baird Snyder today 
telegraphed instructions to all FWA 
regional offices to receive and pro- 
cess applications for parochial 
schools.” 


GLORIFICATION of religious intoler- 
ance as found in Hitler’s Mein Kampf 
is set forth, almost word for word, in 
The Catholic Encyclopedia, Vol. XIV on 
“Religious Toleration.” This modern 
version of Roman Catholic teaching 
says: 
“As the true God can tolerate no 
strange gods, the true Church of 
Christ can tolerate no _ strange 
Churches besides herself, or, what 
amounts to the same thing, she can 
recognize none as theoretically justi- 
fied. And it is in this exclusiveness 
that lies her unique strength, the 
stirring power of her propaganda, the 
unfailing vigor of her progress.”

Q. “Did you ever perform an exorcism 
while you were a priest, or didn’t you 
believe in it?’——F. L., Brooklyn, N. Y. 


A. EVERY Catholic priest must per- 
form exorcisms whether he believes in them 
or not. All material things not blessed by 
a priest are believed to be possessed by evil 
spirits according to Roman Catholic teach- 
ing; hence the Catholic practice of blessing 
automobiles, airplanes, medals, houses, 
bathrooms, etc. 


New-born babies particularly are believed 
to be possessed by the devil who must be 
adjured and cast out by the priest at bap- 
tism. Salt, itself previously exorcised, is 
placed in the child’s mouth; oil, likewise 
exorcised, is spread on its chest and back, 
and spittle from the priest’s mouth put in 
its nostrils and ears. Then the priest, direct- 
ly addressing the devil, says: “Depart, thou 
damned devil, from this child!” 


Q. “What is the esoteric teaching of 
the Roman Catholic priesthood?"’—T. F., 
Albany, N. Y. 


A. BARONESS Von Zedtwitz, in her 
book “The Double Doctrine of the Church 
of Rome,” points out the difference between 
“esoteric” (secret) and “exoteric” (open) 
Catholicism. She was intimately connected 
with the Catholic clergy and hierarchy both 
in Europe and America and gave much 
money to the church. She came to know 
what she calls “the secret and inner work- 
ings of the Roman Church,” and caused 
quite a sensation when she subsequently 
renounced it and wrote this book to verify 
her conversion. 


The kind of esoteric teaching referred to 
by Baroness Von Zedtwitz, however, is the 
distorted and erroneous moral principles 
underlying the outward appearance of 
Christianity in the Roman Catholic Church. 
Many believe that Catholic priests are ini- 
tiated into the knowledge of occult, myster- 
ious rites and practices which give them a 
sinister power over the minds and bodies of 
people. It is true that there is a certain 
amount of “voodooism” in the rites and 
ceremonies of the Catholic mass and other 


Roman Catholic practices, and these are 


known to have been used at times for 
satanic purposes. In Ireland priests still 
employ blessings and curses to affect cattle) 
chickens, milk, etc. 


But these and similar practices are now 
defended as being what they call “white 
magic,” that is, the effect of God’s power, 
not “black magic,” or the effect of the power 
of the devil.
